According to 
President Gregory's announcement, 
the home office and headquarters of 
the now company will be loeated in 
Louisville, but its legal home will be 
at Beechmoot or some other incor- 
porated town outside of the city limits 
of Louisville. The purpose in in- 
corporating the company outside the 
city of Louisville is to save city taxes, 
which on such corporation as is 
planned would amount to thousands 
of dollars a year.

Mr. Gregory says that (he organi- 
sation of the company will be a big 
thing, not only for the city of Louia- 
villo, but the Mate of Kentucky, as 
it will give to the city and Stale oue 
of the largest life insurance compen. 
les in the world. He «eys that it 
will become a good feeder for the 
banks of the Slat* and the entire 
South, and will aid in making Loui«. 
villc a financial center just as the 
big Kastern life insurance companies 
have made the banks of New k ork 
domtoui powers iu the financisl 
world. The people of Kentucky 
alone are now paying for ordinary 
life insurance more than six and one- 
half millions of dollars annually, and 
he aaya the interest earnings on this 
sum nlooe if kept at home would be 
of untold advantage to the State.

Life Insurance Company will be 
officers of the new corporation. W. 
H. Gregory will be the preaident of 
the big oompaoy and Helm Bruce 
will be the general counsel, Cbas.

K Grego- 
ry, now e vice president of the Citi- 
r.-ns, will be second vice president 
of the new oompany, and J. W. Lam, 
of Greenville will be the third vice 
president. Frank M. Fisher, of Pa- 
ducah, J. Whit Poller, of Bowling 
Groen, Geo.

Alesauder, of Paris, all of 
whom are directors in the Citiscua 
Life Insurance Company, are among 
the promoters of the new corporation.

It is understood that the idea of 
forming the big insurance eompaay 
was conceived by W. H, Gregory, 
tbe president of tbe Citisena Life. 
He says that the growth of the Citi- 
zens which was founded live years 
ago. has been so iapid and successful 
that it occurred to him that a com. 
pany with a large capitalisation 
would have a greater opportunity. 
At the time the Citizen*' Life waz 
organized the total capitalisation of 



insurance companies in the 8outh, or 
Southern home oompanies, amounted 
to $760,000. He says that the au- 
thorised capitalization of Southern 
insurance oompanies — organized and 
organizing — now amounts to about 
twenty millions of dollars, and that 
these companies now have in force 
one-third of a billion of insurance la 
just three per cent of the total amount 
carried id the I' cited States.
